SCHOOL SPIRIT. WHAT IS IT? 
“From The Profile’, Manchester, N. H. 





Much has been said about the almost extinct school spirit of modern youth. Un- 
fortunately, much has also been forgotten. (Unfortunate for the elders who believe 
that the youth of today fills the prisons of tomorrow.) School spirit. Is it a matter 
of personal feeling? We believe that it is. With school spirit, one associates the word 
“fairness.” If a student goes around spreading scandal, some petty, not-quite-on-the- 
level action on the part of a teacher, perhaps—possibly, a more serious offence by a fel- 
low-student, the scandal-monger is not only being unfair, but shows an extreme lack of 
school spirit. My best example of this type of scandal-monger is perhaps a far-fetched 
one, the defamatory historian. His school is our country. His grade, freshman (in 
life). The defamatory historian reads between the lines in our books on American 
History. Suddenly, he strikes upon an incident that is not asit should be. With a 
fiendish whoop, he starts reading up on that particular incident, and a few weeks lat- 
er, the reading public is aroused by a startling article usually headed thus: “George 
Washington a Traitor at Heart” or, “Abraham Lincoln Won Presidency through 
Bribery.” 

We do not pretend that our American History is irreproachable. To the contrary. 
Nevertheless, the historian who spreads scandal about his “teachers” has no school 
spirit. At foot-ball games, our cheers do not win the game, They do, however, show 
the students and teachers of other schools that we have some amount of affection for 
the organization that is to start usinlife.

ABOLISH SPRING FOOTBALL | 


eoyee 
Ree 

For some years there have been recom- 
mendations in the constitution of the 
Massachusetts High School Athletic 
Association favoring the elimination of 
spring football practice and games, as 
well as the abolition of pre-season train 
ing camps and the postponement of fall 
gridiron pratice until the official opening 
of the school season. While there never 
has been definite action taken to change 
these recommendations into laws, it seems 
probable that steps in this direction will be 
made when the association meets for its 
annual get-togéther in January. 

Many coaches have expressed strong- 
Opinions on these matter during the re- 
cently finished football season, and they 
have presented facts to their headmasters 
which the latter will offer for consideration 

at their convention. 

It seems to be the consensus that a foot- 
ball squad which gathers for fall practice 
in the latter part of August enjoys a big 
advant age over those communities which 
are obliged by school and league require- 
ments to wait for the opening day of 
school before they can officially open their 
training perious. 

Arlington High was a typical example 
inthisrespect this year. It hadonly seven 
actual days of practice before its opening 
game with Cambridge Latin, the contest 
being held on Friday, Sept. 18. Arlington 
is a member of the Mystic Valley League, 
which specifies that no member team can 
call out candidates previous to first day 
of classes. 

This, however, is but a single instance. 
The headmasters in large numbers will 

_ask that all teams open practice at the 
same time and to make up for loss of time 
for practice, they will recommend that 
games shall not be scheduled until the 
first of October. Even that late date 
would permit a nine-game schedule. 

In fact, there seems to be a move on 
foot to limit schoolboy football schedules 
to asmaller number of agmes, some head- 
masters and faculty managers feeling that 
a seven or eight-game schedule is suf- 
ficient. 

As far as spring football practice is con- 
cerned, the attitude of many coaches and 
headmasters is that it is entirely unneces- 
sary for schoolboy players and only de- 
tracts from interest in other spring sports, 
principally baseball and track. 

The great expense of training camps 
has almost entirely eliminated that phase 
of football during recent years so that it 
would take little discussion on the part of 
the convening headmasters to assure com- 
plete harmony on that point.

Although Lowell was a 
favorite to win, a stubborn Rindge eleven 
pluyed a whale of a game, with Burgess, 
Manning, and Bettencourt in the line, 
breaking up Lowell’s plays before they 
could be executed. While Ananis, Dergay, 
Stobo, and Lawrence. were outstanding for 
Rindge in the backfield. 

In the first period we saw both teams 
in a midfield battle, and a kicking duel 
each team waiting for a break. Lowell 

.tried in vain to get near Rindge’s goal, 
but with a strong Rindge line they were 
helpless. 

The second period Lowell got its hreak 
when Ananis fumbled a Lowell punt on 
his twenty-yard line. Immediately Lowell 
tried a forward pass which brought them 
on Rindge’s seven-yard stripe. On the 
next play they made four yards, which 
left them only three yards for a touch- 
down. With a stone wall defense Rindge 
held Lowel to take the ball on downs on 
their one-yard line. Ananis then stepped 
back behind his own goal line, and with a 
beautiful center-pass from Bettencourt he 
booted the pigskin to midfield to save the 
day for Rindge. 





The third period was merely a repe- 
tition of the first, but in the fourth quarter. 

Rindge threatening thrice for a score 
early in this period, Rindge brought the 
ball within Lowell’s twenty-yard line twice.

With a perfect day for a football game 
on hand, Rindge opened its 1931 football 
season in a strong but losing game at Ber- 
tram Field, Salem, Saturday, September 
19th, by the score of 12-0. 

About 6,000 people were present at the 
kickoff, among whom were many coaches, 
teachers, and alumni of both schools. 

Salem kicked off to Rindge, whose at- 
tack clicked with great ease and consist 
ency, due to Ananis’s off tackle plays. 

Dergay, Lawrence, and Stobo with suc- 
cessive line smashes, tore off first down 
after first down until a touchdown seem- 
ed inevitable. Here, on about the nine- 
yard line, Salem made a good stand and 


took the ball on downs as the quarter |

The second quarter was a repetition of 
the first, with Salem holding with its back 
to the wall, Ananis tried hard to put it 
over for a score.

A FOOTBALL END’S BIGGEST JOB IS BLOCKING 


What’s a football end’s greatest job? 
“Blocking,” answers Wesley Fesler, two 
times all-American from Ohio State, in a 
heart-to-heart chat with football players 
who want to add to their bag of tricks, in 
the American Boy Magazine for October. 
Fesler, rated by many as the greatest 
player of the 1930 season, gets down to 
brass tacks in short order as he modestly 
tells of the constant practice which made 
him a star in blocking, tackling, receiving 
_ passes, and punting. His is no self-praise 
bunkum. He tells of his mistakes as well 
as of the football finesse which enabled 
him twice to see his name on the list of 
the “eleven greatest,” and each time ina 
different position. 

Blocking, he repeats, is the end’s big 
| assignment. That’s on offense. On de- 
fense he has a varied job. He’s the im- 
portant man on the instant of switching 
| from offense to defense—he has the job of 
| going down under punts. He must crash 
interference, not permit plays to outflank 
him, tackle, and rush the passer. And of 
all these, Fesler tells you, with the light 
of battle in his eyes, that he likes best 
crashing interference. 

This isn’t a story just for ends. Fesler 
was more than end. Offensive and def- 
ensive play—forward passing, kicking, and 
calling signals—Fesler did all of these and 
did them well, Sam Willaman, Ohio State’s, 
alumnus-coach, says. 


LIKED TO PRACTICE 


|. “Fesler liked to practice,” Coach Wil- 
laman adds. “Invariably you’d find him 
with a few others, out on the field an hour 
before the scheduled time for practice 
tossing the ball, kicking it, receiving and 
running. That’s one reason he reached 
the top. Another reason— ) 

“He’s one player who does'nt need to be 
told a thing twice. You give him a warn- 
ing or a word of instruction—casually— 


and perhaps weeks later, in a tight place | 


he’ll recall instantly that bit of caution and 
use it.” 

Because of a half-dozen or more seem- 
ingly impossible catches, Fesler will go 
down in history as one of the greatest 
pass-receiving threats in modern football. 
Anend may do one of two things on a 
forward pass, he says in this fashion: 

“He may go down to receive it or he may 
act asadecoy. Let’s talk about receiving 
first. At the snap of the ball, break down 
the field fast. When you get close to the 
defensive half, feint in one direction to 
throw him off, and then go in the other 
direction to receive your pass. 

When your acting as decoy—that is, 
when you want to draw the defensive half 
with you so that “someone else can catch 
the ball—don’t feint. Turn and hold up 
your hands for the ball. Your man will 
follow you. He’s got to.” 

And ihen Fesler gives one of the best 
tips an old timer could give to a high 
school player—a tip that might mean 
touchdowns for ends and backs who read 
thestory. Hetellshowto “snag” ’em when 
they’re high and bullet-like 

“Keep your hands relaxed,” he pounds. 
Outfielders in baseball will tell you the 
same thing. “If your wrist and fingers 
are tensed, the ball will bounce out.” 

Relax! Relax! 

_ Fesler has this general suggestion on 
blocking: “Don’t leave your feet unless 
















you know you can get your man. Your 


| big job is to get him out of play. You'll 


do it differently on different men. If you 


| can drop your man and lie on him, you’ve 


done a complete job.” 

The Ohio State star likes tacking. When 
you make a tackle, he says emphatically, 
you must be—there’s only one word for it 
—vicious. That doesn’t mean you’re out to 
hurt the other man. It simply means 
you're determined to GET him. You 
lunge into him. Your arms clamp like 
steel vices. You thud him down. Mild 
manners, in tackling, enable the scrapping 
runner to yet away. 


TACKLE HIGH SOMETIMES 


Don’t waste flying tackles on shifty ment 
Fesler cautions. “You hear a lot about 
ackling low,” he says. “That works with, 
many runners, but it isn’t a good policy 
with the dodging type. The surest way 
to bring that fellow down is to tackle him 
high. For a low tackle, you must leave 
your feet. Half the time a shifty man 
will get away from you, and the moment 
you hit the ground you’re done. For the 
dodging, elusive, small back, stay on your 
feet and make sure you get your hands on 
him.” 

Fesler gives “the inside” on how to go 
down under punts, and advocates a smash- 
ing attack when rushing a _ passer. 
“There’s just one thing to do—dive into 
him. Even if you know he'll be rid of 
the ball before you hit him. 
him. It’s legitimate. Under no circum- 
stances, throw up your hands. A tricky 
passer will fake and make you leap into 
the air to block the ball he doesn’t throw. 


Then, as once happened to me, he may run 
around you for about 15 yards.” 
—American Boy Magazine.

John “Yaka” Burgess, playing his first 
hockey game of the season, after being laid 
up in bed with the grippe, came back 
to tally four goals against its ancient rival, 
Cambridge Latin, for the first game of 
the University City title series, in the Bos- 
ton Garden, Saturday, January 2, 1932. 

It was rather a slow affair, nothing like 
the past games, played by both schools in 
any of their contests. 

From the looks of things you would have 
never considered it arival game. Though 
the game was slow Yaka Burgess and 
Flashy Johnson, was one sweet combina- 
tion, with Johnson, aiding Burgess for two 
clean goals. One was scored in less than, 
half a minute’ when Johnson carried the 
puck down to the enemies zone, along with 
Burgess. Burgess was then fed with a 
neat pass, from Johnson, and took a wicked 
drive for the first score. 

With the one goal lead, Rindge was cer- 
tain of victory, but that wasn’t enough. 
So the same two-man combination of 
Burgess and Johnson, tucked another point 
into the strings shortly after the first. This 
last score seemed to slow Rindge up a bit 
so Coach Foley had his forward lines 
shifted time and time again. 

Cambridge Latin made desperate attacks, 
with Joe Powers, a powerful defence man 
doing the most skating with the rubber, but 
he was forced to take shots from in front of 
the defence, where Rosscio had no difficulty 
in stopping the disc. 

The third and fourth goals were a slick 
pair of scores. One in the second, and the 
other in the third, when Burgess let one 
flv at Hopkins from the blue line, where 
it bounded off the pads and slid in enough 
to be counted. And the fourth score was 
a beautiful fast shot from a difficult angle 
for the last score of the game. 

The score would have been much larger, 
but Hopkins, Latin’s goalie, made some 
sensational stops to cut it down. 

This victory over Cambridge Latin put 
Rindge in tie for third place with Belmont 
and Arlington.

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OUR DUTY TOWARD OUR SCHOOL 
ATHLETIC ACTIVITIES 


The football season of 1931 has com2toaclose! No injuries‘ 
which have been so numerous elsewhere this season, have been 
reported. This is, of course, a credit to the coaching ability of 
Mr. Murphy and his associates. We, however, cannot be satisfied 
with the success with which the Rindge football team has met 
this season. It is apparent that Rindge’s reputation as one of the 
best teams in the State is declining. The blame for the failure 
of the team cannot be laid upon the coaching staff, the faculty, 
nor upon the team itself; but we find the blame falls upon the student 
body for two reasons—namely : lack of materals, and lack of financial 
support, which are two great factors which make for the success of a 
team. 

By lack of material we simply mean the small number of stu- 
dents who go out as candidates for the team in order to give the 





| coaches the opportunity of choosing a good first team anda good 


squad of reserves, Those few boys who go out are led by a certain 
selfish interest of advancing immediately; that is, the first thing they 
want is to have a place on the first team, a thing which of course is 
usually impossible. If they do not succeed in their first try, they just 
“quit”. Should they realize that this attitude has many times been 
the cause of people’s failure in their deeds, they would be more con- 
siderate and persistent. Every great star, such as Barry Wood, Albie 
Boot», etc. had a humble begining. It was by hard work that they 


finally reached their goals. 


By financial support we do not mean simply the giving of mon- 
ey. What we mean to say is that very few students (and we mean 
few) attend the games played by the team. This, they should realize, 
makes an unpleasant impression upon the opposing teams, especially 
when they play in our territory. 

This shows that the spirit, which has been maintained at a high 
standard at Rindge, has died. If such an attitude toward athletic 
activities existed at such great institution as Harvard, Yale, Notre 
Dame, etc. There would be no great football teams.

In a few weeks major leagues, minor leagues, colleges and high schools will launch 
another season of baseball, the great American pastime. Before such an event it is 
In these days with so much talk 


about overemphasis in athletics, especially football, is it not appropriate to consider 


| carefully the advantages baseball has in the education of our youth? 


Only recently, Police Commissioner Mulrooney of New York, delivered a Wingate 
Memorial lecture to a gathering of physical education teachers in the gymnasium of the 
New York University School of Education. In that lecture Mr. Mulrooney stated that 
he believed baseball undoubtedly was the best game for the boy because it had character 
building qualities and gave the player resourcefulness, balance and altertness of mind, 

No one can deny that every baseball player has to adapt himself certain un- 
usual demands during the course of a baseball game. There is no escape from this. 
Even the weakest batter may be called upon to deliver a base hit with three men on 


the bases. The spectators expect that he will do his share, and thus the baseball player 


shoulders the responsibility and schools himself to whatever task is placed before 
him. 

There is no doubt that balance and timing and rhythm are qualities which every 
successful baseball player must possess. No amount of brawn is of assistance in 
making a base hit without a keen eye and the proper balance, timing and rhythm. 


| It would be impossible for a batter to meet the pitcher’s delivery squarely unless his 


ability to time the pitch was accurate. The same principle holds true in stopping a 


| hard-hit grounder or in catching a long fly. 


Alertness of mind is another quality which the player of baseball must develop. 
In playing a game of baseball there is no possibility of gathering the players in a huddle 
in order to choose this or that standard play which has been drilled in the practice 


| sessions. It is a coincidence, or one might say a miracle, to have the same play 


happen the second time. The complexion of the game is changed by every ball 
thrown by the pitcher. That is why it is necessary for every baseball player to 
keep constantly on the alert. . 

The players in the field must concentrate on what the pitcher and catcher are doing 
and change their positions accordingly. Those at the bat and in the coaching box have 
a different line of thought. They are thinking how to score runs while those in the field 
are planning a defense to prevent the scoring of runs. Thus, duriny the nine innings 
of the game, there is a constant battle of brains going on between the two teams and | 
every player must do his share. -As long as a man is in the game there is no possibility 
From his own observations each player draws 
his own conclusions and acts accordingly. 

With these few ideas in mind, can we not agree with Police Commissioner Mul- 
rooney of New York, that baseball is the best game of all to build character and 
alertness? This is a question for the parents of the children of Cambridge to con- 
sider carefully. Every father and mother is anxious to build a sound mind in a sound 
body with the least possible chance of any permanent injury. If parents think that 


baseball is the game that can build, not only the physical well-being, but also the men. | 


tal, they should urge their boys to take part in this great American sport.

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A TRIP TO THE CHARLESTOWN NAVY YARD 


By L. P.. COFRAN 


On December 22,1931, Mr. Fred J. 
Giduz, our welding teacher, arranged for 
our admittance into the Charlestown Navy 
Yard. 

While we were waiting for him we 
watched the guards who were on duty at 
the gate. 

The Yard is a little country in itself, 
with guards at the entrance who check up- 
on everyone who enters and leaves the 
grounds. Their system is much the same 
as that of the guards on the border be- 
tween United States and Canada, except 
that they do not look at the things you 
have and charge youataxonthem. The 
harbor is protected by the United States 
Navy and the Coast Guards. They have 
many buildings of different kinds, such as 
factories, offices and shops. Also, there is 
a small railroad for transporting goods, 
either from the ships to the buildings or 
from the buildings to the ships. They 
have heavy trucks, cranes, steam shovels 
and derricks which are used for transpor- 
tation inside and outside of the Navy Yard. 

_ The day upon which we visited the 

Yard was damp and foggy, with occas- 
sional heavy mist and rain, but this did 
not change the hearts and minds of the 
thirty-one Rindge students who were so 
_ fortunate to have such a chance of visit- 
_ ing the Navy Yard. 

_ Mr. Giduz had to spend a little time in 
getting someone who guided us around 
the grounds. He finally got an officer 
whose name was Mr. Stern. 

The first place Mr. Stern brought us 
_ to was the plan shop. In thisshop, men 
draw the plans of parts of ships, the actual 
' sizes in which they are to be used, then 
the metal is laid on the floor and cut from 
the drawings. When all this is finished, 
the floor is washed and ready for new 
plans. After looking over this shop, we 
were led down the street to the ship-build- 
ing shop. Here we saw a 65-foot boat 
which was being entirely welded. It was

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wonderful to watch the men working on 
this ship., The ribs are welded to the 
liners, then the plates are welded witha 
variety of welds, such as butt welds, vertical 
welds, horizontal welds and fillet welds. 

The plates are put on the side of the 
boat and pulled together to the right posi- 
tion, then welded. When boats are fin- 
ished, they fasten on small pieces of sheet 
zinc, about three-eight inches thick, to the 
side of the ship. After the ship has been 
in the water for about six months or a year 
they are taken off, while the boat is still 
in the water. These plates are examined 
and tested to see how much corrosion has 
taken place. After this has been com- 
pleted, new plates are put back on, and the 
ship is ready to beused again. Thissaves 
taking the ship out of the water for cor- 
rosion infection of the steel plates. 

When our investigation in the ship-build. 
ing shop was completed, we crossed the 
street and went into the foundry. Inside 
the men were busy making links and 
chains, which are used on the anchors. 

They take roughly-shaped half-links 
called the male halves, which are stamped 
while red bot under a trip hammer. 
These are taken from this hammer and 
while they are a cherry red are placed in 
a cutting machine, which cuts off any ex- 
tra pieces of iron made in the hammering, 

Then they take a roughly-shaped, hol- 
low halt-link, called the female half, which 
are put through the same process, but in 
different machines. When they are fin- 
ished, the female halves are heated and 
the male halves are put into them. This 
makes one link of the chain. These links 
weigh approximately fifty pounds, so you

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can imagine the weight of a chain. 

From the foundry we went in and out 
of streets to the rope walk. Here the 
fiber is taken and put through a machine 
which combs, stretches and oils them. It 
is then taken to another machine, wound 
and stretched into a small rope. This is 
taken to a number of machines, wound 
with other ropes until it is the required 
length and thickness. It is being contin- 
ually stretched to make it strong and 
hard. They make ropes anywhere from 
store strings to a ten-inch anchor rope. 
All of the United States rope has a black 
core, to show where it was made, so that 
it may be identified anywhere. 

We left the rope walk and went down 
to the dry docks. Before we reached the 
U. S. S. Cincinnati we could see sailors 
scrubbing the decks and the sides of the 
ship. 

Mr. Stern went aboard the battle ship 
and made arrangements with the captain, 
who permitted us to look over the vessel. 

We were all glad to go aboard and look 
over the different things, but I don’t think 
that the sailors who had scrubbed the 
decks were so glad to see us walk over 
their clean floors with our muddy feet, be- 
cause this meant that they would have to 
scrub the floors again. 

We went on the top deck, where we saw 
guns and torpedoes, which were very clean 
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LADY OUTSIDE THE BUILDING 
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and highly polished. They looked as if 
they were decorative instead of dangerous 
implements. We also went through the 
sailors’ quarters, which are kept as clean 
as a neatly kept room. In here they have 
a glass case which has many difterent 
cups, having been won by the men on 
board. There is also a store, barbershop, 
gym and different other amusements 
which make you think that you were in a 
building on land instead of a ship at sea. 
All in all, we had a most interesting and 
instructive trip, enjoying the work on the 
welded ship as the most up to date me- 
chanical process in the Navy Yard.

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BUREAU OF STANDARDS 





The Bureau of Standards has been truly 
called the “House of a Thousand Marvels.” 
Its twenty buildings located in the North- 
west section of Washington, D. C., house 
more than a hundred laboratories. More 
than seven hundred experts—chemist, phys- 
icists, and engineers— are employed in the 
organization, which is probably the great- 
est clearing-house in the world for scien- 
tific information. We all profit from the 
wealth it produces, whether that wealth 
comes about through improvements in 
automobile tires and brake linings, or from 
research with regard to the sun and the 
stars, the weight of the earth, or the pres- 


sure of high winds against tall buildings. ° 


The scientific work ot the Bureau is di- 
vided as follows: Weights and Measures’ 
Heat and thermometry, Electricity, Optics, 
Chemistry, Structural Eagine2ring and 
Miscellaneous Materials, Engineering Re. 
search, and Metallurgy. 

A trip to the institute is indeed a fascin- 
ating experience. In the laboratory of the 
mass section is kept the apparatus which 
is used to govern all weighing in the coun- 
try. Inthe fireproof vault are maintained 
the national standards of length and mass, 
two platinum-iridium meter bars, and two 
standard kilograms made at the Bureau 
Internationale, Sevres, Travel, and by law 
the fundemental weights and measures of 
the United States. 


Probably the most delicate balances in | 


existence are to be found here. 

One of the experts at the Bureau recent- 
ly devised means for ruling twenty-five 
thousand or more lines to the inch. The 
lines are straight and parallel, with no er- 
ror between them that amounts to as much 


as one millionth of aninch. The ruled | 


surface is called diffraction grating, and is 
used in spectrum analysis, by means of 
which it is possible to tell the construction 
of a heavenly planet, to measure light 
waves, and to disclose the structure of the 


atom. 


In another laboratory is to be found one 
of the bureau’s three wind tunnels or | 


“windcaves”, where hurricane are made to 
order by a giant propeller revolved by an 
electric motor of two hundred horsepower 
In the teeth of winds ranging from twenty 
to one hundred and eighty miles an hour 
models of airplane, dirigibles, bombs proj- 
ectiles, motor cars—in fact, everything 
that has to pass through the air —are test- 
ed. Their resistance to air is measured 
by weighing the force required to keep 
them still in a wind whose speed is known. 
To equal the velocity possible in these 
tunnels, the speed of a typhoon would 
need to be doubled. 

In another laboratory experiments are 
being made to develop an accurate water- 
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current meter, which is used in measuring 
the speed of. small streams or big rivers. 
Such a meter gives information of great 
importance in controlling rivers at flood 
time. Inthe experimentis used a concrete 
watertank— four hundred feet long and six 
feet wide. Above the tank, running on 
steel rails, is a small car to which is at- 
tached a water meter. The car may be 
operated at any desired speed from two 
inches to twenty feet a second. Since a 
meter stationary in moving water and a 
meter moving in standing water yield ex- 
actly the same results, the water-—current 
meter, after a trip drown the long tank, 
should record exactly in proportion to the 
speed at which the car was run. In this 
way errors in the water-curreut moter can 
be corrected, and engineers can be fur- 
nished an accurate basis for their esti- 
maths of water supply and flood hazard. 
Recently at the Bureau it was observed 
that ultra-violet ray of certain wave length 
bore a killing effect or the typhoid germ 
and other intestinal germs. The applica- 
tions of such an achievement are manifold. 
The information might be used not only 
in disinfecting rooms but perhaps even 
wounds. Since it is known that acertain 
wave-length of light is necessary to kill a 
specific organism, is it not possible that a 
ray may be discovered that wil! annihilate 
animal life at a distance, in a flash? The 
thought of a death ray is appalling; it 
should be remembered that the scientists

In a remote California valley sixty miles 
east of Fresno, the Engineering Founda- 
tion is engaged with an experiment the 
arch-type dam. Tests are being made 
to settle definitely the maximum resis- 
of this type of dam. A number of speci- 
ally devised instruments one being used; 
one of these is the interfermeter, which 
has been invented by the Bureau. 

The instrument in use there is of 
such a form that it can be placed a- 


gainst the wall of the dam. By look-

An elaborate program of track and field 
sports, embodying intramural, intercity 
and interscholastic competition, will be 
recommended for the two Cambridge high 
schools, Rindge Technical and Cambridge 
Latin, by Raymond A. Fitzgerald, chairman 
of the recently appointed committee on 
athletics, a sub-committee of the Cam- 
bridge school committee, at its next regu- 
lar meeting which will be called shortly 
The plan as outlined will interest more 
than 500 boys, many of them youngsters 
John Lacey Delaney and Mrs. Jesse W. 
Brooks complete the athtetic committee 

Close application to the principles of the 
Boston school system of conducting track 
will be followed, according to Chairman 
Fitzgerald’s proposal. In this system, all 
track candidates are grouped in three divi- 
sions, senior, intermediate and junior, ac- 
cording to age, ;weight and height, the 
smaller boys receiving equal recognition 
with the larger, a plan which has been 


approved by physical education heads 


throughout the country. 
According to Mr. Fitzgerald, this project 


| could be started immediately with little

the physical education department of the 
city who would incorporate track coaching 
as part of their routine duties.

OUR ART TEACHER HONORED 


The following article about Mr. Richert, 
our Art Department Teacher, appeared in 
the April issue of “Highlights”, a maga- 
zine published monthly by The B.Y.M.C. 
Union Camera Club. 


The speaker at the meeting on 
March ist was C. Henry Richert, a 
landscape painter in oil and water 
color, who held the undivided atten- 
tion of the audience for an hour.

In the 100 and 220 particularly a poor 
start usually spells defeat, therefore never 
try to beat the gun. 

Good starters never send runners off 
their marks until everybody is steady. 
The chief fault of runners is that they 
move about on their marks instead of get- 
ting set properly. 

Starts for all races up to the half mile 
should be handled in such a manner that 
every runner has ample time to get set. 
From the half mile up the command “get 
set” and the gun may come more rapidly 
because the start is not so‘important as 
in the dashes.

The de- 
vise in use is so delicate that it 
would be disturbed by the force of 
attraction of the body of a person 
who came within twelve feet of it; 
the scientist observes the delicate 
mechanism through a telescope fifty 
feet away. 

The apparatus is a miniature sys- 
tem representing the earth and a 
body near its surface. In part, it 
consists of a steel cylinder weighing 
a hundred and forty pounds and an 
eight-inch rod of aluminum, which 
carries at each end a platinum ball 
weighing an ounce and a half, the 
ball being suspended by a tungsten 
Slowly this rod swings 
back and forth in a small are as it 
is affected by the attraction of the 
steel cylinder.

The United States National Bureau 
of Standards, which took the place of 
the former Office of Standard 
Weights and Measures, was organiz- 
by act of Congress March 3, 1903. 
Its first director was Samuel W. 
Stratton, who held that position until

Mr. Stratton, you may remember, 
passed away early this fall. 

The Bureau of Standards, a section 
of the Department of Commerce, is 
charged by law with the custody of 
she national standards of weights and 
neasures, the comparison with them 
of the Standards used in scientific in- 
vestigation, engineering, commerce 
and educational institutions, the con- 
structor and reproduction of such 
standards, testing and calibration of 
standard measuring apparatus, the 
solution of problems arising in con- 
nection with standaras, and the de- 
termination of physical constants and 
properties of materials when such 


scientific or manufacturing interests 
ind are not to be elsewhere obtained 
vith sufficient accuracy. 

It also provides official specifications 
for much of the material purchased 
by the government and tests the 
quality of government supplies. 
undertakes researches to determine 
methods of testing and manufacture. 
It tests and calibrates accurate meas-

uring devices for the various depart- 
ments and their bureaus. It main- 
tains several series of publications, 
which have achieved high repute ; 
its services are in constant demand 


from various scientific and other 
orginizations, especially in making 
investigations where ordinary com- 


mercial testing facilities are lacking 
dr methods have not been developed. 

The work done by the Bureau 
during the late war will never be for- 
gotten. The nation must be eternally 
grateful to its scientists for the ac- 
zomplishments of that trying period. 
Cut off from Germany, the govern- 
nent was forced to call upon the bu- 
reau for aid in the production of 
suitable optical glass and _ dyes. 
When the bureau came through with 
flying colors, it was asked to develop 
accurate gages for use in the mass 
production of ordnance. Never did 
it fail the country. 

In addition to its laboratories in 
Washington, the Bureau of Standards 
maintains a special lab for the test- 
ing of structural materials at Pitts- 
burgh, where a ten million-pound Ol- 
sen testing machine is in use. It also 
maintains an elaborate equipment of | 
special cars for testing railroad track 
scales. |

SLEEP? 





The other day, I was involved in an argument concerning the ques- 
tion “sleep — too little or too much.” It seems that all high school 
students ought to have a good eight hours of repose, but when I com- 
pare the “social athlete,” the “out-door athlete.” and the “scholar,” 
I come to the realization that the amount of sleep which each obtains 
varies a great deal. A social athlete seems to be able to endure the 
strain of only four or five hours of sleep almost every night in the 
week. 

Some people say sleeping is only a habit; therefor, if you acquire 
the habit of sleeping only three or four hours each night, you will 
soon be able to stand the strain! But this cannot be done! A body 
which has been active all the day long must have the proper amount 
of sleep each night or there will result a physical exhaustion. 

Perhaps it is for this reason that most school socials are sched- 
uled for Friday evenings. The school authorities realize that high 
school students need the required amount of sleep to be able to enter 
a school every day wide awake and ready for a good day’s work.

Both characteriza- 
tions are true, and it is also to be 
borne in mind that the traits of man 
respected and admired by men the 
world over, — courage, industry, re- 
sourcefulness and a willingness to sac- 
rifice, — are born of adversity, not of 
prosperity, are children of progressive 
change, not of stagnation. Just as the 
period has developed character in men 
and enhanced their usefulness, so also 
have worthwhile institutions and the 
nation profited. Gone are the original 
Rindge buildings. Outgrown and out- 
worn, they have succumbed to the fate 
of the buggy and the pony express, 
but the inspirational creation of Fred- 


erick H. Rindge has survived and 
withstood the years, industria! evolu- 
tion, social reorganization, war and 
economic chaos, — unscathed and 


strengthened by traditions which will 
outlive any home we might build for it. 
The institution stands today stronger than 
ever before in its history with greater re- 
sponsibilities to assume and larger mis- 
sions to perform. 

That work is one of our. greatest 
blessings, that everyone should have 
an honest occupation, is as true today 
as it was 45 years ago. It is the 
thought that has sustained those who 
have for years carried on the struggle 
for a modern plant and equipment 
suitable for making effective applica- 
tion of the truth so spoken. Influ- 
enced by the truth of the statement 
and by the further thought that the 
vicious trend of the industrial 
economic cycle will be reversed by 
the restoration of profits to industry 
which, in turr, depend upon increased 
demands for industrial production 
which, in turn, depend upon a restora- 
tion of purchasing power, which can 
only be provided through employment, it 
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has seemed to the administration for 
the past two years that concerted action 
on the construction of much needed 
public works could easily be the factor 
which would bring about a convalescence 
of our languishing industrial estab- 
lishment. 

I fought for the construction of a new 
Rindge School and in opposition to patch- 
ing up the old, first because no amount of 
remodeling would have provided adequate 
accommodations and a plant suitable for 
modern technical education, and secondly 
because I was satisfied that prosperity will 
return to this nation and the world just as 
soon as men generally cease trying to re- 
store the past and begin to build for the 
future. 

This magnificent new structure which 
is about to be built will in time go the way 
of the old. I have no regrets in the thought 
for it contemplates a continuation of pro- 
gress without which decadence sets in and 
civilizations fall. The spirit of the found- 
er of Rindge and its traditions for service 
which have sustained it in the past will con- 
tinue their inspirational work through the 
ages. 

Men of Rindge will carry on.”

At the Patriot’s Day ceremony held on 
the Cambridge Common by the veterans 
of all wars on Tuesday morning, April 
19th, Mr. Edward A. Sullivan, who is the 
head of the Oral English Department at 
Rindge, was the orator of the day, and de- 
livered the following address: 

“Tt is hardly possible to exaggerate the 
splendid significance of this occasion. It 


cannot be made too impressive. It cannot | 


be solemnized with too much of pomp and 
circumstance. Patriotic observances are 
not uncommon things. On this day and 
every day like it, whenever the calendar 
records the advent of great historical an- 
niversaries, such ceremonies as these find 
place. But this particular ceremony is 
the most integral part of our commemora- 
tion of the greatest Massachusetts holiday, 


and, as such, demands of us who are here | 


to witness it, the sincerest efforts of our 
minds and hearts. 

Many of us are prone to take holidays 
as a matter of course. To us they mean 
nothing more than a cessation of work, 
a respite from the monotony of daily 
routine, a time for relaxation, a chance 
to recreate. Thus they come as a wel- 
come boon, and nothing more, in the re- 
volving succession of days. In one sense 
itis not difficult to understand why this 
should be so. For most of us, though 
not altogether conscious of the fact, are 
self-centered to a high degree. We think 
and act in terms of self. It is our own 
interests, our own personal problems, our 
own difficulties and achievements with 
which we are perpetually concerned. 
Only under the stimulus of something big, 
something elemental—like a war—are we 
lifted entirely out to ourselves. This day 
is an echo of war, it is true, a glorious 
war of long ago, but precisely because it is 
an echo of the remote past, its significance 
touches too lightly too many of our people. 

Though we may understand why this is 
so, we know it should not be. For, latent 
in every one of us is the urge of patri- 
otism, and the simple recurrence of such 
days as this should be sufficient to call 


it forth. Especially this day—Patriots’ | 


Day—the nativity of America. Is it not 
a stupendous thought that here, within a 
few miles of this spot, America was born? 
Many years ago, surely, but time should 





serve only to sanctify the event, never | 


to becloud it, to render it indistinct. 

Let me take you back for a little while 
over the familiar story. The nineteenth 
of April, 1775! It really goes farther 
back than that. For George the Third ot 


England, and third of the house of Han.- | 
over, had come to the throne in 1760 with | 


the avowed furpose of restoring that sys- 
tem of personal monarchy which had its 
origin in the fifteenth century. Deter- 
mined to rule without Parliment, mak- 
ing himself the arbiter of justice and 
law, under the iniquitous slogan, “Every- 
thing for, but nothing by the people,” he 
set into motion the wheels of a great 
machine which, fifteen years later, began 
tearing from his grasp the choicest col- 
onies Great Britian has ever 
George III was essentially a tyrant. 
Whatever may be said in justification of 
his good intent, the fact remains uncon- 
troverted that he took vpon himseif the 
sole government of his subjects. His at- 
titude was an outcropping of the infam- 


ous doctrine that a king can do no wrong. |

Scorning advice, secure in his own con- 
ceit, dominated by the consels of an 
autocratic and imperialistic mother, his 
whole reign of sixty years was one of 
narrow and _ headstrong despotism. 
Through it all, he had the fawning sup- 
port of a large faction of the ministry. 
But the real statesmen, 
Burke and Fox, set themselves in oppo- 
sition to his intolerable policies. To 
George III must be laid the blame for the 
invidious system of taxation which prompt- 
ed the immortal utterances of men like 
Patrick Henry, and the immortal deeds of 
the Revolution. “Taxation without repre- 
sentation is tyranny.” Those words which 
have come to us, ringing down the long 
corridors of time, are forever graven upon 
the cornerstone of our republic. 

In the spirit which those words in- 
spired, America began her fight. York- 


town was six weary years away, and the | 


tribulation of that bitter interval was 
but vaguely forseen. But those sturdy, 
single-purposed colonists were not men 
who counted costs. Heedless they stood 
—the embattled farmers of Emerson’s 
great poem—and fired the shot heard 


round the world. They knew the power | 


against which they had pitted themselves 
—England, mightiest of mighty nations. 
England whose dominions even then ex- 


tended into India, whose fleets ranged the | 
seven seas, whose statesmen had achieved 


such remarkable triumphs. They knew 
the comparative insignificance of their 
own resources, the impotence of their 
meagre strength. But to those men 
there had been transmitted from daunt- 


less ancestors the heritage of a charac- | 


ter which knew no fear. In their hearts 
was the sure consciousness of the justice 
of their cause, and an abiding trust in 
the omnipotence of their Creator. With 


these, and little else, for weapons, they | 


set forth to the gigantic task, and for six 
long years—with what magnificent cour- 
age!—they labored toward its fulfillment. 

Today, in the great galaxy of nations, 
there is none so bright as ours. But we 
who stand upon the mountain tops can 
never forget the deeds of those who blazed 
our trail out of the dim, dark valleys of 
the past. We must not remember with 
indifference. 
overwhelming to be minimized or ignored. 
Time must not obscure the achievements 
of the Revolution. Time must not lessen 
the significance of the holidays which 
commemmorate it. With the recurrence 
of April 19, June 17 and July 4, through all 
the years of our lives, there should come 
to us, not merely a casual thought of the 
pioneers of our republic, but a great re- 
surgance of patriotism and pride of race. 
Particularly to us in Massachusetts, on

What we do here at these ceremonies is 
merely an outward manifestation. Let it 
be to all of us a manifestation of something 
vital and deep. There is need for patriot- 
ism in the dark time through which we are 
passing. There is need for the fortitude 
and sacrifice of 1775. Selfishness must be 
banished if we hope to win through. The 
country must be purged of the vicious 
forces now conspiring against it. The evils 
with which we are only too familiar must 
be driven from our midst. Passivity and 
indifference will accomplish nothing. 

A call to arms has gone forth over the 
land. To every true American, depression 
as much as oppression, is a challenge and 
a threat. The foes of peace are no less 
effectual, no less treacherous than the 
foes of war, and must be fought with equal 
vigilance and intensity. Lip service to 
our flag in times of prosperity is a hollow 
and monstrous mockery if it be not con- 
verted, in times of stress, into service of 
the heart and of the hand. 
ss Our flag stands today exactly for what 
it stood in the Revolution—as an undying 
protest against tyranny, asanimpervious 
barrier to injustice and wrong. It stands 
for the spirit of universal equality, born 
upon these shores one hundred and fifty- 
seven years ago today, nurtured and made 
strong by successive generations of pa- 
triots, to be kept vigorous by us in our 
time, and by those who fullow us until the 
end of time.”
